CYPRESS Is 800 YEARS OLD 


“Great Tree of Tule” in State of 
Qaxaca Is Beginning to Show 
Signs of Wear and Tear. 


The “Great Tree of Tule” in the 
state of Oaxaca, after some 800 years 
of recorded existence, is beginning to 
show signs of wear and tear. This 
giant cypress, with a trunk so huge 
that thirty persons with outstreched 
arms can scarcely span it, is known 
to have been a fair-sized tree when 
Columbus discovered America, and 


history recounts that Cortez and his} 41. 


Spanish soldiers slept beneath its 
branches four centuries ago when en 
route to Honduras following their con- 
quest of Mexico. 

Although time has dealt kindly with 
the mon rch, a correspondent during 
a recent visit to the tiny village of 
Santa Maria del Tule, Oaxaca, noticed 
that the wrinkles of age are beginning 


- to show. There is no cause for worry. 


however, that Tule, as the Indians af- 
fectionately call the tree, will wither 
away before the present generation 
has passed on. Even if it should, Tule 
has a son some fifty yards away from 
the parental boughs that is showing 
healthy signs of maintaining the fam- 
fly honor in the matter of robustness. 
Hijo (son), as the Indians have named 
it, already is so large that twelve per- 
sons are needed to span it, and Hijo 
is only a couple of hundred years old. 

The Great Tree of Tule rises about 
175 feet and is said to be one of the 
largest specimens in the world. The 
spread of its branches is almost 150 
feet. It stands in the courtyard of a 
tiny church and is the only landmark 
in the village of Santa Maria del Tule, 
where the people revere the tree al- 
most as much as one of their saints.— 
New York Post. 


SCOTLAND ONCE BARRED PORK 


Pig Was Often Associated With the 
Devil and Hated by High- 
landers. 


Among the ancient “geasa” or ta- 
boos in Scotland none was of greater 
interest than the “geas” which pro- 
hibited the eating. of pork. Thousands 
of the highlanders refused either to 
keep pigs or to eat pork in any form. 
They despised pork as keenly as did 
the Hindus, the Jews and the modern 
Greeks of northern Arcadia. 

The pig was often associated with 
the devil, observes the Detroit News. 
Fishermen refused to put to sea if, 
when walking toward their boats, they 
met a pig or a hare. 

One of the names which the Gaelic- 
speaking people of Scotland had for 
the devil was “the black pig.” 
When the devil. appeared in. human 
form he‘had usually a horse’s hoof, 
but also sometimes a pig’s foot. He 
was in the habit of visiting young peo- 
ple who played cards, which were, 
notoriously, the “devil’s books.” 

Although the pig was generally as- 
sociated with the devil there was 
highland evidence that it might as a 
supernatural being be, like the fairies, 
of assistance to mankind. It could 
assume a bird form. The devil-pig 
and the god-pig were met with on the 
sculptured stones of Scotland. 


Logging in Western Hills. 

In the West logging camps are 
mostly situated in the hills and the 
heavy loads of logs have to be hauled 
out, always downhill. Often that 
helps to make the hauling easy, but 
sometimes the grades are so steep 
that it makes it too easy—so easy that 
it entails difficulty. Indeed, in these 
instances the term hauling is a mis- 
nomer, for that implies pulling the 
load, and the operation actually con. 
sists in pushing against the load in- 
stead of pulling it. Two and a half 
miles of specially constructed track 
is used at one Western logging camp 
for transporting heavy loads on a 
large motortruck down a very steep 
grade. The truck, described in Popn- 
lar Mechanics, is six-wheeled, and has 


| powerful brakes on its four rear 


wheels. These brakes are controlled 
exclusively by one man, while another 
takes care of the driving and steer- 
ing. 


Good Eyes Are Rare. 

The Eyesight Conservation Council 
of America has issued an announce- 
ment showing an alarming state of 
affairs as far as our sight is con- 
cerned. The object of the council is 
to arouse general interest so that peo- 
ple will be impelled to give the care 
of their eyes some proper attention. 
Nine out of ten persons over twenty- 
one years of age have imperfect 
sight. Above forty it is almost im- 
possible to find a man or woman with 
perfect sight. A survey of 10,000 em- 
ployees of factories and commercial 
houses in a large city showed that 53 
per cent had uncorrected faulty vision 
and 18 had the defects corrected, 
making a total of 63 per cent defec- 
tive eyes.

WATTS, AMPERES AND VOLTS 
Terme Commonly Used by the Eleo- 
triclan Are Explained for 
the Layman. 

The language of the electrician 
Greek to most people. While he talks 
glibly of volts.and amperes and watts, 
they know only that they have to pay 
an electric-light bill for so many units, 
and let it go at that, remarks.a London 

Tit-Bits writer. 

Though electricity is not a fluid, we 
can understand most of its terms by 
comparing it with water flowing 
through a pipe. If we turn a stream 
of water onto the paddles of a water- 
wheel, the work that the wheel will 
do depends upon two things—the 
amount of water delivered every sec- 
ond tnd the pressure of the stream, 
We measure the first in gallons and the 
second in pounds. 

In the case of electricity, we meas- 
ure the rate at which it flows in am- 
Peres and its pressure in volts. The 
work which it will do is found by mul- 
tiplying amperes and volts together, 
which gives the answer in watts, or 
units of energy. 

The board of trade unit is 1,000 
watts, often called a kilowatt, while 
the electrical equivalent of one-horse- 
power is 746 watts. 

You will find the number of watts 
they require engraved on most electric 
lamps, and from this you can discover 
what they will cost to use, A 25-watt 
lamp will use one unit of 1,000 watts 
in 40 hours’ burning; and if electricity 
costs tenpence a unit, the lamp will 
work out at a farthing an hour. 

The ohm ts another electrical meas- 
urement which can be understood by 
a comparison with water. Water flows 
easily through a large pipe, but if the 
pipe is narrow, only a small quantity 
can force its way through. What the 
pipe is to water, the wire ‘is. to elec- 
tricity. The smaller the wire, the 
more difficult electricity will find it to 
pass, because the fine wire resists its 
flow. The electrician measures wires 
by their resistance in ohms. 


LIGHTHOUSES MURDER BIRDS 


Thousands of Feathered Migrants 
Perish Yearly, Death Toll Be- 
ing Greatest In Fall. 

Every spring lighthouses destroy 
many thousands of birds flying be- 
tween thelr winter homes in the South 
and their summer homes in the North, 
The death toll is greater in the fall, 
Lighthouses stand every few miles 
along the 8,000 miles of Atlantic coast, 
but those especially destructive of 
birds are the lights on the Fowey Rocks 
and Sombrero Key at the south end of 
Florida; This is because of the char 
acter of their lights and their position. 

Countless. birds pass. each year to 
and from Cuba, and these lights, at 
the top of high towers, aré on much- 
traveled “migration routes," The light 
on Fowey Rocks is a fixed white light, 
which is curiously deadly to migrating 
birds. A flashing light frightens birds 
away, and a red light is avoided by 
them, but a steady white light looming 
up in the mist and darkness attracts 
many of the night-traveling birds. Gen- 
erally they do not strike against the 
windward side of the glass of the 
light, but they fly around to the lee- 
ward side and wear themselves out 
fluttering in the bewildering rays. 


A Fable of Russian Rubles. 

Here is an incident of the regime of 
the soviet, says the New York Trib- 
une. A certain inhabitant of Moscow 
who had succeeded in saving a few 
rubles decided to go into business, 
and so converted his fortune into 500 
kilos of sugar, which he sold again. 
The operation was so good that he 
found himself in possession of sev- 
eral million rubles. 

Again he bought sugar, but this time, 
though his capital had become tenfold, 
he could buy only 400 kilos, because 
meanwhile the price of this commod- 
ity had considerably increased. He 
sold it again, and his fortune reached 
hundreds of millions of rubles, This 
he once more invested in sugar, but 
got barely 800 kilos, the sale of which, 
however, considerably increased his 
fortune. Thus he continued to buy 
and sell, until one day, when he had 
hundreds of millions of soviet rubles, 
he could no longer buy more than one 
lum; of sugar. Then he was com- 
pelied to pawn it to buy @ rope and a 
nail with which to hang himself. 


What Our Soldiers Protect. 

In comparison between the national 
wealth of the United States and the 
number of soldiers now maintained in 
the regular army, each American sol- 
dier is charged with affording protec- 
tion and national security to $1,755,- 
597 of the $350,000,000,000 total of 
the national wealth. Likewise, each 
soldier is at present protecting 25 
square miles of territory of the main- 
land and dependencies, and giving 
848 of the people of the country se- 
curity against foreign interference 
with their constitutional rights. All 
this at a cost of $8 per capita of 
population. 


Roman Graves Found In Britain. 

A stone coffin has been found by a 
Bath (England) resident. Whilst mak- 
ing his back garden he brought to 
light a full-grown skeleton at a depth 
of four feet. Further excavations re- 
sulted in the discovery of a stone 
coffin made from a hollowed-out block 
of Bath freestone, with a slab. four 
inches thick forming the lid. It is a 
small coffin about four and one-half 
feet long, with a shaped head, and 
containing dust only. The site being 
near the main Roman road, it is prob- 
ably of Roman origin. 


OPAL DIGGERS OF AUSTRALIA 
They Live in Burrows, Work Hard 
and Now Can't Sell Their 
Gems. 


Opal is the Australian natural gem, 


100 miles from anywhere, and prob- 
ably the most primitive village in the 
British empire. The Australian blacks 
christened it Coober Pedy, or “white 
man living in a hole," and it well de- 
serves its name, 

Of all the rough outback jobs in 
Australia, digging for opal is about 
the worst. Coober Pedy lies in the 
heart of the Stewart range, 170 miles 
from the nearest station on the Hast- 
West railway, and its whole population 
of between 70 and 80 diggers lives un- 
derground in burrows scratched out of 
the hillside. A tin shanty, in which 
diggers keep their tools, is the only 
sign of life showing above ground. 

Every morning the diggers come out 
of their burrows and set out for the 
opal fields, to cut patiently through the 
rock in the hope of finding the beau- 
tiful black diamonds lying beneath. 
Between them they have dug many 
thousands of pounds’ worth of opal in 
the last four years, though they have 
worked only a small area of a field 
said to be 40 miles long. In normal 
times opal is worth $150 an ounce, but 
now that there is practically no de- 
mand for the gems the diggers have 
opal, but no money. 


Novel Burglar Alarm. 

As a protection against burglary or 
theft, an alarm signal, described in 
Popnlar Mechanics Magnaine, has been 
devised which is adaptable to many 
uses, In size, it is only a little larger 
than a big watch, which it resembles. 
It is loaded with ten blank cartridges 
which are fired by a fuse on the inside 
of the device. In case of danger it is 
only necessary to release a safety 
catch on the face of the device and 
drop or throw the signal, keeping hold 
of the finger ring, from which the 
alarm is released when flung.
